The  improvement  in  health,  if  this 
forded  regime  is  pursued,  will  lie  notice 
ablJ  at  mice,  and  the  exinnses  for  eala- 
hie-  iv- luce.  1  almost  one-half.  It  will  also 
dev  dop  an  apix-tite  for  plain  and  healthy 
tliii  gs.  an.l  il»<-  |xx»r  man  will  take  more 
delight  in  his  frugal  fare  and  e*|ierience 
moo-  g.  stronomic  pleasure  in  its  con- 
suu]|<i.>n  i  ban  the  millionaire  with  all 
his  Hiicureun  delicacies  at  command. 

It  is  urgni  that  few  jxiiple  know  what 
an  influence  this  ftxxl  question  has  had 
in  determining  the  umount  of  fnxxlom 
that]  the  hulk  of  the  community  enjoys. 
The! difference  in  effects  must  l»e  distin- 
gui.slitil  Ix-twei’n  mere  cheapness  of  f<xxi 
and [  almteiniousnetai  in  the  use  of  ftxxl 
which  enables  men  to  put  by  a  l»art  of 
their  tarmngs  and  so  obtain  indejiend- 
enetj. 

It  [Is  not  desirable  to  live  in  a  country 
where  life  can  lx*  supjxirted  for  a  mere 

, tiling.  l»ecau>e  the  incentive  to  lulxtr  is 
I  the  |xtiple  Ixi-ome  lazy  and  im- 
•nt.  In  illustration  of  this,  the 
m-  and  Mexicans  of  old  times  lived 
on  bananas,  which  grew  as  ]»rt> 
Jilic  its  w  i-eds.  They  throve  for  uwhile 
and  inultiplied,  until  the  ovt*rproduction 
of  jirtpulation  brought  them  to  a  most  de- 
grad Ul  condition. 

The  workingman  may  not  be  able  to 
lx'i-<iine  a  capitalist  by  such  savings 
wouil  mmlt  from  halving — letussup- 
|x*si‘-(- the  amount  of  fixxl  that  so  many 
in  ali  rla-v-es  consume  to  their  detriment, 
writijs  Mr.  Proctor,  but  the  Having  of  two 
or  three  dollars  weekly  in  the  ex  j  senses  of 
the  workingman  and  his  family  (sup¬ 
posed  to  include  two  or  three  other  work¬ 
ers,)  would  signify  in  the  course  of  only  a 
few  years  a  sum  which,  to  such  a  fam¬ 
ily.  would  be  of  great  importance,  not 
merely  for  what  it  could  purchase,  but 
for  the  anxieties  tllat  it  would  remov 
even  though  for  malny  years  not  a  .cent 
of  it  I  wire  touched,  and  it  underwent  no 
change  hut  the  increase  resulting  frum 
the  steady  accumulation  of  interest. 

It  may  seem  to  many  readers  that  all 
this  i*i  very  trite.  It  is  nothing  but  the 
old  lesson  that  we  can  most  of  us  savi 
portion  of  our  expenses,  and  that  sm:dl 
savings,  steadily  made,  mount  up  in  the 
long  run  to  large  sums.  There  may  be 
recogfiized.  however,  these  |x>in!s  of  nov¬ 
elty  ih  what  1  have  suggested: 

First,  the  diminished  outlay  for  fixxl  is 
not  only  indicated  as  an  effective  remedy 
againpt  poverty,  hut  as  a  means  of  se¬ 
curing  improved  health  and  longer  lasting 
life,  and  secondly,  the  indirect  gain  is 
scarcely  less  than  these  direct  ail  vantages, 
nay,  may  even  be  regarded  as  greater,  if 
we  consider  that  life  is  scarce  worth  liv¬ 
ing  without  freedom,  and  that  there  can 
be  noifull  freedom  even  under  the  freest 
form  i>f  government  where  the  bulk  of 
the  cdnununity  is  hampered  in  means. 

Tbq  effects,  further,  of  the  diminished 
struggle  for  life  would  be  important,'  as 
depriving  capital  of  mu£R  of  that  portion 
of  itrf  control  over  labor  which  must  be 
regarded  as  unjust  and  injurious.  Were 
such  care  shown  in  the  due  limitation  of 
the  food  supplies  of  the  bulk  of  the  com¬ 
munity  ,as  seems  desirable,  the  steady 
though  slow  accumulations  of  small  cajv- 
ital  in  .the  hands  of  the  many  would  in 
the  long  run  enable  tlie  working  classes, 
without  strikes  or  other  undesirable  in- 
terruiiitions  of  the  progress  of  trade,  to 
securejjust  wages — seeing  that  they  would 
no  longer  have  occasion  to  make  -forced 
sales  pf  their  labor,  as  ' practically  they 
now  so  often  do. 

In  tlie  course  of  somewhat  longer  but 
quite  'measurable  time  intervals  there 
would  arise  an  appreciably  more  even  dis¬ 
tribution  of  capital  than  at  present  pre¬ 
vails.  Lalxir  would  rise  in  relative  value, 
while  in  absolute  value  capital  would  at 
least  not  diminish,  even  if  it  did  not  ac¬ 
tually  increase. — New  York  Journal. 

N«(h.  Device  for  Catching  Nickels, 

A  new  device  for  catching  nickels  is 
just  out,  which  as  a  novelty  eclipses  its 
cdm]«4  itors  in  weiglrfng  machines,  minia¬ 
ture  tileain boats  and  locomotives  seen 
occasionally  in  hotel  lobbies  and  public 
places  where  people  congregate.  This 
macki  ie  is  automatic  like  the  others,  and 
consi&ts  of  a  stand  of  iron  three  feet  high, 
suppoi  ting  a  square  box  made  of  wood, 
two  sides  being  panels  of  glass  to  admit 
light  a  ud  enable  people  to  see  the  thing 
work.  Inside  is  a  sort  of  miniature 
metal  vheelbarrow,  tipped  at  an  angle  of 
about  forty-five  degrees.  At  the  top  of 
the  l>o  c.  directly  over  the  wheelliarrow, 
is  a  sq  mre  cut  hole  about  an  inch  and  a 
half  vide  by  three  inches  long,  large 
enough  to  enable  one  to  drop  a  five  cent 
piece  1  lirougli  into  a  slot  below,  which  is. 
between  the  two  handles  of  the  liar  row 
and  alout  a  quarter  of  an  inch  in  width. 

If  the  money  is  poised  carefully  over  the 
hole  al  the  top  and  dropped  so  as  to  fall 
into  ti  ie  slot,  the  owner  will  6ee  it  roll 
into  a  ittle  receptacle  on  the  outside  of 
the  bo:c  opposite  the  end  of  the  barrow, 
closely  followed  by  another  five  cent 
piece,  ivhich  is  his  prize,  lx*sides  getting 
his  firs  t  one  back.  Should  it  again  be 
tried  a  ul  the  nickel  strike  the  edges  of 
the  o|x  ning.  which  is  about  three  or  four 
times  i  s, thickness,  of  course  it  goes  into 
111.;  lover  part  .of  the  inside  of  the  box, 
thus  al  ding  to  the  treasury  of  the  owner 
lachiue.  —  New  *York  Evening
